It was reported yesterday 
that the long awaited report of 
Walker R. Young, United 


States engineer, on the feasi- 
bility, of constructing a Car- 
quinez Straits dam, converting 
Suisun Bay inio a fresh water 
lake, which has been placed on 
filé with Edward Hyatt, Jr., 
acting state engineer, favors 


Richmond as the site for the 
project. It was rumored that 
the proposed dam site was 
scheduled for the vicinity of 
Point’ San Pablo to the Marit 
county shore. No further 
facts could be learned, for the 
report is at present held “con- 


fidential,” it was said. 
OLD PROJECT 


Young, with a crew of govern-

dam. Funds for the survey were 
provided by the government, the 
state and private interests. 

One of the chief factors arous- 
ing the survey was the encroach- 
ment of salt water Into the lower 
reaches of the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento rivers and the con- 
sequent diminishing of water sup- 
plies for agricultural development. 

MANY POINTS SURVEYED 


Young Is known to have dev oted 
considerable attention to surveys 
of a dam site from Bullshead 
Point to Army Point, on the line 
of the proposed Southern Pacific 
bridge. One plan said to have 
been considered by the govern-| 
ment engineers was construction | 
of a solid dam at this site ie 
out locks and provision of a ship 
canal through the properties of; 
‘the Mountain’ Copper Company. 

Other sites investigated by the 
engineers ‘are near Port Costa and 
the investigations were even car- 
rid to sites as far west as Rich- 
mond. 

Filing of a confidential report 
puzzled persons interested in the 
project. The Contra Costa Water 
Users Association, composed of 
industrial concerns, has been 
watching the progress of the sur- 
vey. closely and has been await- 
ing the report with great interest.

Vigorous Health 


Most of the medical docters tell 
jme to avoid acid fruits as I have 
rarthritis, but you and other prac- 
titioners of natural methods re- 
commend them. What is the reason 
for the difference in opinion? A. 

This difference arises primarily 

from the faet that medical doct- 
org give attention to effects in- 
stead of causes and they are 
taught very little about diet in 
their colleges. In some cases the 
use of acid fruits or of a par- 
ticular acid fruit will produce a 
temporary increase ir pain in a 
ease of this kind. This is be- 
cause the elimination is being 
stimulated, but the pationg and the 
medical doc@r think it is making 
the condition worse. This trouble 
‘ig much less likely to occur if a 
diet of just one acid fruit is fol- 
lowed for a_ suficient length of 
time to eliminate the worst of the 
toxins.
